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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant recites 
the limitation "the passage hole" in line 13 of the claim. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has sufficiently claimed a suspension lamp wherein a wire connection 

base is located. The pertinent prior art of Wu (U.S. Patent 6369325) teaches a switch 
box for a suspension lamp, but fails to teach the plurality of locking and insertion slots in 
receiving elastic locking members that are in electrical communication with two 
conductive plates. 

Therefore, the prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural 
elements disclosed within independent Claim 1, wherein the applicant has narrowly 
defined a suspension lamp incorporating a novel wire connection base. All subsequent 
claims are allowed due to dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
